Trtaty, 300 to 1. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—After an 


Impassioned protest by Representative 
Mann, the Republican floor leader, that 
"the sentiments announced hero today 
are such that It uttered In another par- 
liamentary body they might bring subh 
resentment as would provoke war." Hie 
House tonfght, by a vote of 300 to 1, 
passed the Sulzer Joint resolution Cor 
tho termination ot tho treaty of 1S3S 
between the United States and Rus-sln 
because of the lattcr's discrimination 
against Jewlsh-Amnrlcan citizens. The 
one negative vote was cast by Repre- 
sentative Malby of New York.

Prom- 
inent Republicans said that the House 
should not -go on record as charging- a 
violation of tho treaty, but should adopt 
language stating thaL Russia had so 
construed the treaty that .tho United 
States could no longer be a party to it. 


Representative Mann declared that. 


If the United States asserted that a 
discrimination against races >vas a vio- 
lation of a treaty. It might weaken its 
own attitude toward the exclusion of 
Orientals. 


Tho debate in the House bristled all 


through with charges that Russia's at- 
titude was an 
offense against 
tho 


United states and that her exclusion 
of American Jews who bore properly 
certified passports .was an affront to 
this government. 


Representative McCall of Massachu- 
setts salt} -the matter ought not to be 
acted upon by tho House until it had 
been submitted to arbitration between 
the two countries.

Joint resolution amended to assert tha
